REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Miyatake et al. (US 7,156,530), teaches an antireflection film 
having a curing resin composition containing a siloxane oligomer having an average molecular 
weight of 900-1000 in terms of ethylene glycol (col. 6, lines 55-67), and a fluorine compound 
having a fluoroalkyl structure and a polysiloxane structure (Abstract). Since the applicant has 
overcome the rejection by showing common ownership and providing a terminal disclaimer, the 
rejections of record have been withdrawn. 

Further, Nakada (US 6,472,012), Ito (US 2003/0157317), Scholz et al. (US 5,723,175), 
and in combination with Nishikawa (US 2002/0197485) teaches an antireflection film, however, 
there are no teachings or suggestions of the curing resin composition having the composition as 
presently claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
